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This lis a. decision on the petition filed June 18, 1998, 
requeteting that the above-identified reissue application be 
accorded a filing date of May 27, 1998.

The argument is not well taken. The request filed on May 27, 
1998, | to transfer drawings is found in the file. However, 
applicant did not supply a copy of the original drawings from 
U.S. Patent No. 5,520,679 at the time the reissue application was 
filed las required bv 37 CFR 1.174 . Section 1.174(a) states that:

The drawings upon which the original patent was issued may 
Toe used in reissue applications if no changes whatsoever are 
lip be made in the drawings. In such cases, when the reissue 
application is fil^d. the applicant must submit a temporary 
drawing which may consist of a copy of the printed drawings 
of the patent or a photoprint of the original drawings of 
tjjiie size required for original drawing, (emphasis supplied)

mailed June 15, 1998, is correct.

However, the requirement for a temporary drawing is a requirement 
of the rules. Under the circumstances of this case, the rule may 
be waived. The petition is, accordingly, construed as one filed 
undeij''37 CFR 1.183.
